According to the. police, Smith: said 
that all the men jin‘the hall were armed, 
and he “‘ gdessed they fired shots at the 
parade. The four men he identified 
were Mike Sheehan, James MclInérney, 
Roy Becker*and a man named Faul- 
ker. Smith also definitely identified the 
man who was lynched Tuesday night as 
Wesley Everett, I. W. W.. organizer,’ 
who also was said to have been in the 
190m where the shots. were fired. 

Four Industrial Workers of the World 
were ordered from jail today to bury 
Everett when local undertakers refused 
to do so. The body was taken from the 
jail floor/and placed in a wooden boz, 
which waé loaded into a moving van. 
Accompanied by seventeen armed Na- 
tional Guardsmen the four ‘prisoners 
went to the pauper section of the-local 
cemetery with the body, dug a grave, 
lowered the box In and covered it up 
without services of any nature. .* 

Members of the American Legion have 
been guarding the jail since the shoot- 
ing. 

Early today George Paxton, a former 
soldier, was fired upon as he was pa- 
trolling the road between Centralia and 
Chehalis, to which town four of the 
prisoners had been removed. The person 
who fired the shot has not been appre- 
hended.

FEAR CROP LOSSES 
SPELL CATASTROPHE 


Large Percentage of Potatoes, 
Beets, and Turnips Unharvest- 
ed in Germany.

LONDON, Nov. 12. — Does Germany 
stand before a food’ crisis which will 
probably reduce the country during the 
course of the Winter to a condition simi- 
lar to that in Austria? Figures just is- 
sued by the Prussian Statistical Office 
are serious enough, but the early Winter 
which holds the fatherland snow and 
frost bound makes the situation such 
that it must be described as one in 
which a catastrophe is approaching. 

The Prussian Statistical Office de- 
clares the potato crop is 12.3 per cent. 
less than last year, turnipk.17.3 per cent. 
less, and sugar beets 31.2 per cent. less. 
That, of course, is an estimate of the 
crops as they lie in the ground, but the 
tremendous damage done by the frost to 
a great percentage of the potatoes, &c., 
which have not yet been lifted, owing 
largely to the lack of labor, and to hun- 
dreds of thousands of tons which were 
left standing on railway wagons on ac- 
count of the bad condition of transport, 
makes the position loom infinitely worse. 

The Government authorities in Dres- 
den report that practically the whole 
potato crop in the high-lying districts 
ig still in the ground, while in the low- 
lands large quantities still have to be 
gathered in. Of the other root ‘crops 
about “two-thirds must be regarded as 
lost. In Hast Prussia the Chamber of 
Agriculture estimates the loss through 
frost and the lack of agricultural labor 
at°a millon tons of potatoes and about 
26 per cent. of the other root crops. In 
West Prussia only. three-quarters of the 
potato crop has been saved, while tur- 
nipe, &¢., have not been brought in to 
any large extent. 

Silesia. reports a similar state of af- 
fairs, and conditions in Pomerania are 


very little better. A report from Meck-. 


lenburg states that the crops vary be- 
tween one-half and one-third of the 
normal. Similar gloomy statements come 
from other districts. The farmers com- 
plain that the laborers are demanding 
impossible wages, and those who were 
engaged some time ago mostly disap- 
peared when the wintry weather super- 
vened.. Add. to all the prospect that 
during the \Winter the transport facili- 
ties will be extremely poor, and it léoks 
certain that the Winter monthe will be 
tragic for the great masses of the 
people. Nor is that all. The’ farmers 
will certainly hold up what crops they 
will have gathered already. They are 
shouting out for higher potato prices, 
and stronger Governments than - the 
present one have stood powerless while 
he, landed interests thus waged economic 
war on the towns.
